A Reunion of former pupils of the 
North Dakota School for the Deaf 
has ju.9t been held at Devils L,ake. 
If these figures are correct, it was 
not a large gathering of the deaf. 
But it must have been an enthusias- 
tic one and these present must have 
been alive to the best interests of the 
deaf and willing to lend their aid to 
the work of promoting the interests 
of the deaf. Through the efforts of 
the N. A. D. State Organizer, Miss 
Olga Anderson, Twkntv-two Nitw 
Mkmhrks were enlisted and practi- 
cally all of the old inenibers paid up 
their dues. Considering the fact 
that there are nine old members, 
these twenty-two would bring the 
membership up to 31 out of a pos- 
.sible 47. and the remaining sixteen 
must l)ave felt lonesome. This is 
excellent work on the part of Miss 
Anderson and si^eaks well of the 
public spiritedness of the deaf of 
North Dakota. 

This summer there will be a num- 
ber of coaventions of the deaf 
throughout the country, and it is to 
be hoped that the State Organizers 
in these states where conventions 
are to be held will " Gkt Busy" and 
enlist new members and collect any 
back dues that may be owing. The 
great Convention at "Hartford is but 
a year away and impotant matters are 
developing that, with the backing of 
a large and permanent membership, 
the A.s.sociation may well be able to 
put through to the everlasting good 
of the deaf of coming generations. 
More definite announcements will be 
tnade in the fall when things have 
reached a more advanced stage. In 
the tneantime, it behooves every pub- 
lic spirited and wideawake deaf man 
H? .^°""»n i" the country to join 
tie A.ssociation and get their friends 
to do .so also. 

Another thing for the membership 
to consider is that the Association 
las grown and with the growth of 
the As.sociat!on it has accumulated 
what the vSecretary, Mr. Roberts, 
calls " a lot of paraphernalia," and it 
IS not going to be such an easy mat- 
ter to move the heftd(iuarters of the 
Association from place to place un- 
der the hat of the President or Sec 
retary. For instance, the A.ssocia- 
tion now has an official organ ; it is 
small to lie sure, but plans are afoot 
to increase its size right now. It is

not be picked up and toted oil very 
easily. The Convention at Hartford

Kemember, too, that the next 
election will be by ,„ail vote. Next 
Winter nominations will be made, 
and every meml,er will have the 
privilege of voti^g by mail. In or- 
der to select desirable officials for an 
Association representing the deaf 
people of the whole United States, 
the deaf people of the whole United 
States should have a voice in the 
matter and they can do so only by 
joining the Association and voting. 
If there are not at Ifeast 3000 deaf 
men and women in the whole 
country with enough public spirit 
and gumption to join the Association 
and have a voice in matters jiertain- 
">g to their class, it would seem that 
•00 years of deaf-mute education 
had not »)een productive of all of the 
benefits that could reasonably be ex- 
pected of it. 

The sum-total is that we want 
every officer of the A.ssociation, 
every htate organizer, and every 
Mkmi.kk to get busy this summer 
and boost the membership. Get

In this connection, the Secretary 
desires to call the attention of Branch 
Secretaries to the fact that they must 
keep the National Association Secre- 
tary informed as to changes in their 
officials. The Secretary is compiling 
a list of Branches, to be published in 
due time, and desires the names and 
addresses of all branch officials, date 
of organization, number of members, 
and date on which meetings are held. 

Mrtiiod ok AkfiuaTing. 

For the information of other bodies 
of the deaf that may desire to affili- 
ate with the National Association, 
Article XIII of tl^e N. A. D. By- 
Laws, relating to Branches, which 
was adopted at the San P^rancisco 
Convention, is herewith appended : 

ARTICLE Xltl.— Branchbs. 

,Skc. I, Where five or more members 
of the N. A. I), reside in one locality, n 
branch may be formed to be known by the 
name of such locality. When such branch 
is or>raiii/ed il .ihall send formal notice to 
the President, giving dnle of orgHiiization 
and name of ollicers. The President shall 
notify the Rxeculive Hoard, iu\d if no ob 
jection is raised, he shall issue a foniinl 
recognition of the branch. In ca.se of any 
objection u two-thirds vote of the Kxecn- 
tive Hoard shall admit the Qranch. 

Sue. 1. Local branches, organized as 
provideil in Section i, shall hold at least 
one meeting each year during the month 
of December for the election of oflicers, 
and after each election the names of the 
oHicers shall V)e sent to the President, and 
by him published in the oflicial organ. 
The oflTiccrs shall be a president and a 
secretary, hikI any branch may have such 
additional ollicers as the members may 
decide. Other meetings besi<le8 the annual 
meeting may be held as often as the branch 
shall decide. 

Sue. 3. Local branches may admit as 
social members persons not mcmliers of the 
N. A. I). Bnt such social members shall 
not be entltle<l to liohl office, nor vote on 
matters affecting the N. A. 1). 

Sue. 4. Slate Associations may become 
branches of the N. A. I), by giving formal 
noiice to the President of a desire to allili- 
ate with the N. A. I)., and the President, 
with the approval of the Kxecutive Hoard, 
shall issue a formal recognition of srfch 
.State Association as a member of the N. 
A. I>. Notice of election and the names of 
olhcers shall be sent to the President after 
each election. 

Sue. 5. All branches, whether vState or 
Local, shall have full charge of their own 
funds ami property, and shall not be 
financially res[)oiisit)le to the N. A. I)., 
excej)! to the extent of collecting and for- 
warding dues of its ntemlwrs to the 
treasurer of the N. A. I). Conversely the 
N. A. I), assumes no financial res))onsibi- 
lity for any of its branches. 

SRC. 6. A branch may discontinue its 
membership in Ihc N. A. I>. by giving 
formal notice to the President, provided 
the dues of sll the mendiers are fully paid. 
If such notice is not given a branch i.s sup- 
posed to continue as o mcinl>er. A branch 
may be dropped if half its nienil>ers arc in 
arrears or for otliet sullicical cause, by a 
two-thirds vote of the Kxecutive Hoard.

Ulysses S. Grant graduated from 
the military academy at West Point 
at twenty-one yeftrs of age, ranking 
twenty-first in a class of thirty- 
nine. 

Rutherford B. Hayea was edu- 
cated in the common school.s, in an 
academy at Norwalk, Ohio, prepar- 
atory school at Middleton, Ct., and 
at Kenyon College, which he enter- 
ed at sixteen, lie entered the law 
school of Harvard and was admitted 
to the bar in 1845, at twenty-three 
years of ago. 

James A. Garfield was edncated 
in the common schools of the West- 
ern Reserve, at Geauga Academy 
and Hiram College in Ohio, 
and at Williams College, from 
which he graduated at the age of 
twenty five. He often preached 
from the Disciples' pulpits and 
lectured on various subjects. He 
was admitted to the bar at thirty. 

Chester Allen Arthur was fitted 
for College by his father. He en- 
tered Union College at fifteen, and 
was admitted to the bar at twenty- 
three years of age. 

Qrover Cleveland was edncated at 
a preparatory sch<K)l, with Ihe inten- 
tion of entering college, hut this 
plan was rendered imi>ossible liy the 
death of his father. He then studied 
law at Buffalo, and was admitted to 
the bar at twenty-two. 

Benjamin Harrison went lo a 
country school near North Bend, 
Ohio, thence to the Miami Univer- 
sity, where he giaduated in 1852. 
He took up the study of law in 
Cincinnati, and in 1854 hung out 
his shingle in Indianapolis, where 
he made his home. 

William McKiuley svas educated 
at Poland Academy an<l Alleghany 
College. He then studied law and 
was admitted to the bar in 1867. 

Tbeo<lore Roosevelt entered Har- 
vard at the age of eighteen, and 
graduated in 1880. The year 
following he began thesludy of law. 

William Howard Taft graduated 
at Yale in 1878; at the Law School, 
Cincinnati College in 1880. He 
was admitted to the bai in 1880. 

Woodrow Wilson is an educatot 
as we shall srte from the following 
record. He graduated at Princeton 
in 1879. He was professor of juris- 
prudence and politics; president of 
Princeton LTuiversity and governor 
of New Jersey. 

Of the twenty-seven Presiilents, 
sixteen received a collegiate educa- 
tion, although not all took the com- 
plete course. All but five were 
lawyers. Thirteen were soldiers at 
some portion of their lives. The 
majoiity of these gained the reputa- 
tion which made them Presidents 
very largely by their military suc- 
cesses, — S!i>1pHp(1. 



Washington's early education ex- 
teude<l only to the elementary 
English branches and higher mathe- 
matics, of which he was fond. He 
was not especially studious, but ex- 
celled in feats of agility and 
strength, and was fond of military 
exercises. He followed Ihe calling 
of surveyor from sixteen until nine- 
teen, when he entered the military 
service. 

John Adams enjoyed tho best 
facilities of his day for education, 
graduating fiom Harvard College 
at nineteen. He then engaged in 
teaching and at the same time 
studied law. He was admitted to 
the bat at twenty-three. 

Thomas Jefferson entered an 
elementary school at five years of 
age, and began the study of Latin, 
Greek and French, at nine. At 
seventeen he entered William and 
Mary College, where he remained 
two years only. After leaving 
college, he studied law and was 
admitted to the bar at twenty-tour. 
James Madison's eaily life was a 
constant struggle with ill health, 
which seriously interfered witb his 
desire to gain education. He 
nevertheless graduated from Prince- 
ton College at twenty-one, after 
which he studied law. 

James Monroe entered William 
and Mary College at sixteen, and 
left it at eighteen, to join the Con- 
tinental Army, where he soon rose 
to the rank of colonel. Leaving 
Ihe army he studied law, and was 
eloL'tod to the Legislatuie when only 
twenty three years of age. 

John Quincy Adam.s' education 
was conducted in good measure 
abroad. At fourteen, he was pri- 
vate secretary to the United States 
Minister to Russia. Returning 
home, he graduated from Harvard 
College. He then studied law. 

Andrew Jackson studied litera- 
ture and the dead languages at 
Waxhaw Academy. At eighteen 
he abandoned the idea of entering 
the ministiy, for which he was in- 
tended by his mother, and studied 
law. 

Martin Van Buren liegan the 
study of law at fourteen, and was 
admitted lo tho bar at twenty-one. 
William Henry Harrison was edu- 
cated at Hampden Sitlney College, 
and afterward l>egan the study of 

medicine. He was diverted from 
this to join the army. 

John Tyler was a brilliant stu- 
dent, and graduated at William and 

Mary College at seventeen. 
James K. Polk's father desired 

him to be a merchant, bu* finally 

consented to his entering the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, from 

which he graduateil TI,> tlion 

studied law. 

Zachary Taylor's i.o\iiou<i «fi,- 

spent in a wilderness, surroundeil 

by hostile Indians and with decided- 
ly limited educational advantages. 
Millaid Fillmoie's father was a 

poor man, unable to educate him. 

At foniteen he was apprenticed to 

a clothier, but found time to gratify 

his thirst for knowledge by spending 

his evenings in reading and study, 

Al twenty-three he was admitted to 

the V)ar. 

Franklin Pierce graduated at 

Bowdoin College at sixteen, being a 

classmate of Hawthorne. 

James Buchanan graduated from 

Dickinson College at eighteen. He 

was a good student and was admit- 
ted to the bar at twenty one. 

Abraham Lincoln had but little 

schooling, and that of the poorest 

quality. He gained most of his 

education by his own effort, reading 

and studying during his spare 

moments. It was not until after 

serving as captain in the Black 

Hawk War, acting as government 

surveyor for several years;, and 

serving one term in the legislature, 

that he studied law and was admit- 
ted to the bar at twenty-five.
